At the head of the
line Immediately behind the musle
were the representatives of forelgn na-
tions, marching In the order of pre-
sentation of credentials to the expo-
sition.

Following these came représenta-
tives of governments having ministers
accorded to the Unlted States govern-
ment, and then & great number of
other representatives of forelgn gov-
ernments and colonles, also In the
same order. This column presented by
far the gayest appearance of the day.
for the forelgners made a great dis-
play of gold lnce and glittering orna-
ments, In great contrast to the dark
frocks which were so prominent among
the oMcers and dignitaries of the ex-
position. Then came a third column
formed of repréesentatives of the state
and territorial governments of the
union.

At the base of the Loulsiana monu-
ment & small stand had been erected
for the speakers and seats provided
for the listeners. The assemblage was
called to order without delay by Pres-
fdent D. R. Francle of the exposition,
who requested the multitude to rise,
while Rev. Frank M. Gunsaulus of
Chicago delivered an eloguent invoca-
tion, concluding with the Lord's
prayer, in which the audience joined.

President Francis, as chlef executive
of the expoaition, delivered the follow-
ing address:

Mayor Rolla Wells of St. Louls wel-
comed the country to the exposition.

S An act of the congress of the
United States approved March 8, 1901,
gnve national recognition te the ex-
position we this day open to the pub-
le. In appropriating $6,000,000 In aid
of the project congreas expressed the
natlon's approval of the proposal to
fittingly celebrate the centennial an-
niversary of the great historle event
the exposaition Is Intended to com-
memorate. By joint action of the na-
tional commmission and company, the
position of the natlonal government
has been steadfast from the beginning.
With cheerful alacrity, time for prepa-
ratlon was extended one year by con-
greas upon request of the company
and a loan of §4,600,000 was made by
congress to meet all the obligations of
the exposaition up to this day of open-
ing. If to the original appropriation
of $5,000,000 be added this loan and
the aggregate amount directly and in-
directly expended and authorized by
the governmaent for eonstruction end
establishment of exhibits upon the falr
grounds is taken to account It will be
found that financially the United States
Is today concerned In the exposition
to the extent of nearly $15,000,000,
thus by duplicating the price in this

Bt FPetersburg, April 30.—All news
from the front ‘Indicates that the
armies of Genernls Kuropatkin ssd
Oki, comprising In sll about 100,008
men, are being rapidly pushed forwasdl
and will be thrown across the Yalm
as speadily as possible, Japanese trans-
ports have also appeared at the mouth
of the river and, supported by a few
warships, will assist la the operations.
The Japanese seem to be following
closely the same tactics pursued by
them during the China-Japanese war,
having already occupied Kullen Cheng.
The beginning of serious land fighting
is considered to be not far distant, al-
though a heavy movement of troops
may not begin for several dayn
Desultory picket firing s occurring
conwtantly, but no Importance Iy al-
tached to it. It is significantly Inti-
mated by members of the general stalf
that General Kuropatkin has some mes-
ret plans and that the Japanese may
soon find themselves in a trap. Gem-
